A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone Interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an inten/iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the inten^iew as 
wan^nting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademaric Office is unnecessary.

"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional conrespondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomri will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connnnents: I returned the phone call of Atty Mike Downs of Walker Digital 
concerning a not fully responsive amendment notice for app 09/535,790. In summary: on 08/27/2004 a non-final 
rejection was filed which included a 101 not within the technological arts rejection; on 09/14/2004 an interview 
summary was filed where the examiner summarized suggested ways to satisfy the 101 problem. Applicant's 
emendment was filed on 12/01/2004 which fixed the 101 problem on most of the claims at issue; however, the 
correction of the 101 rejection for the last two claims 166 and 167 were deemed by me to be not fully responsive. 
However, it appeared that there was a bone fide attempt to address the rejections of the prior office action; therefore, 
the examiner set a one month response period based on rule 135. 

In this recent phone call today, when asked what were the options, the examiner responded that the options included: 
amending with a "complete" response as required by rule 135(b) or petition for an extension of time and possibly file an 
appeal since the claims had been rejected at least twice. . 
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
